It has developed 
from crude remedies to a more re¬ 
fined system; but this refined error 
Is more misleading than the crudities 
of former centuries. Christian Sci¬ 
ence accepts Jesus, not only as a 
Teacher but also as the Way-shower. 
He never alluded to matter as a 
means of healing nor did he ever em¬ 
ploy it ae such. He trusted in his 
Father, as supreme, everywhere, all 
the time. The larger part of mankind 
still put their trust in matter- 
medicine. In this respect Christen-

tian Science is largely due to the 
spirit of freedom under law which it 
inculcates and demands. Further¬ 
more, the multitudes who are released 
from sorrow, sickness, and sin, 
through Christian Science healing, 
are so grateful that they gladly listen 
for Its voice and obediently follow Its 
behests. Their reconciliation to law 
Is the guerdon of their freedom. Mary 
Baker Eddy, cognizant of the fact 
that freedom and peace could be 
maintained only through obedience to 
law, was moved, through inspiration, 
to provide the Manual of The Mother 
Church. This body of law Is for the 
encouragement, Instruction, direction, 
growth, and restraint of Christian 
Scientists. Mrs. Eddy's Inspiration 
still governs the movement, through 
the Manual, and the student who is 
vigilant and responsive to the same 
will be aaved from the mesmerism of 
self-will and self-importance. The 
fundamental law of the Manual Is to 
be found In Section 1, Article VIII, a 
part of which reads as follows: 
"Neither animosity nor mere personal 
attachment should Impel the motives 
or acts of the members of The Mother 
Church. In Science, divine Love 
alone governs man.” To disregard 
the law of Love Is to breach the 
Manual In Its most vital part. Radi¬ 
ating from this most Important article 
are directions covering all the activi¬ 
ties of worship and work that may 
be necessary In the movement. Some¬ 
times, Christian Scientists, mesmer¬ 
ized through a sense of desire or self- 
importance, and clamoring for un¬ 
timely distinction or recognition, may 
disregard the Manual or Interpret It 
according to fancy. Such a course in 
reality automatically detaches the stu¬ 
dent—separates him from the body. 
The Manual of The Mother Church 
stands for Impersonal truth. Obedi¬ 
ence to It Is not, primarily, obedience 
to persons.

A CCORDING to a resolution adopt¬ 
ed by the Faclst council In Rome 
presided over by Premier Mussolini, 
"A man cannot be a Fascist and a 
Mason at the same time. The Facist 
who belongs to a Masonic lodge must 
resign from either one or the other 
organization.” The reason for this 
stand is that the Masonic orders in 
Italy are largely political and Fascism 
does not admit of any other political 
power which has been organized Into 
a secret party. Moreover, the Italian 
Masons are too much Internationalists 
to suit the Fasclstl, who are super- 
nationalists.

D ETERMINATION of a majority of 
the senate to have $56,000,000 ex¬ 
pended on river and harbor improve¬ 
ments may possibly lead to the call¬ 
ing of an extra session of congress 
after March 4, in order that the army 
appropriation bill may be passed. 
President Harding, according to ver¬ 
acious reports, thought he had dis¬ 
covered a way to circumvent the pork 
barrel brigade and planned to Instruct 
the Department of War to spend no 
more than the $27,000,000 which the 
budget bureau recommended, and to 
turn the balunce back to the treas¬ 
ury. This made the pork senators ex¬ 
ceedingly angry and they let It be 
known that they would organize a 
filibuster and prevent the passage of 
the army bill unless they received sat¬ 
isfactory assurances that the entire 
$50,000,000 would be expended. Sena¬ 
tor Caraway of Arkansas was the 
recognized head of the crowd making 
this threat. He asserted In the sen¬ 
ate that the President was making a 
bluff In order to win votes for the 
British debt settlement and the ship 
subsidy measure. 

Secretary of War Weeks said that 
President Harding had given no di¬ 
rections regarding the expenditure of 
money appropriated for rivers and 
harbors. 

“That would not be necessary,” said 
Secretary Weeks. “I saved a large 
amount of money last year on the war 
department appropriation but I had 
no specific order from the President to
